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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's request for reconsideration of the 
present application with regard to the rejections under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) has been made. 

Applicant has submitted amendments to the claims, deleting the word "uterine" from claim 23 such that it now reads on a method of treating 
prostate or cervical cancer. Applicant has support for cervical cancer and this amendment overcomes the USC 1 12 1 st paragraph Written 
description rejection of record. However, the claims are not enabled for cervical cancer and thus the USC 112 1st paragraph Enablement 
rejection is maintained. 

Applicant has argued that the specification is enabled for treatment of cervical cancer because of experimental example 1 and the use of 
HeLa cells as the source of HDAC. This is not persuasive however, because example 1 merely demonstrates that the compounds of the 
instant invention inhibit histone deacetylase (HDAC) and applicant has not made the link to treatment of cervical cancer. It is not clear that 
an HDAC inhibitor would have any effect on cervical cancer cells, and there is nothing in the specification that would lead one of skill in the 
art to believe so. Thus claims 23-26, while being enabled for treatment of prostate cancer lack an enabling disclosure for treatment of 
cervical cancer. 

In absence of any additional arguments or remarks regarding the patentability of the claims pending at the time of the final rejection, the 
claims remain rejected for the reasons of record previously set forth in the final rejection of August 1 8, 2009. 
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
